any cauſe diſabled and diſmiſſed by tle ſard 
Court, wall pet preſume to ficey, oꝛ let to hire

It is Oꝛzdained, that all pains, 
venatitics, foticiturcs, and ſums of moncy, 
by vertuc of any of theſe O2dinances to bt 
foꝛfeited, and not other wiſe levied, ſhall and 
may be levied by Diſtrels, and ſale of tu 
Coach o2 Coaches, and Hoꝛſes.oꝛ other Goods 
and Chattels of the party oꝛ partics oficnding 
and refuſing, oz neglecting to pay the fame ; 
deducting the ſaid foꝛfeiture o2 ſum of mo 
ney, and reaſonable charges of dilkraining, 
and reſtoꝛing the overplus ro the owner ehere- 
of oꝛ otherwiſc, ſuch pans, penaltics, [02ict- 
tures and ſums of money, thail and may bc 
recovered by Action of Debt. Bill o2 Plaine, 
to be commenced in any Court of Ucco2d : 
And after recovery and icvring thercok, and 
charges deducted, tie one moycety thereot to 
br tothe ule of the ſaid Feilowtinp, and the 
other moycety thereof to the Inkoꝛmer that 
ſhall pzoſccute the ame: In which Suits 
the Pꝛoſecutoꝛ thait recover oꝛdinary Coſts 
and Charges againſttheoſtendor oz oficndo!s 
in that bevalf. if the Suit oꝛ Action pats ſo:

Laſtly, Jt is O2dained, That if any perſon 
oꝛ perſons ſhall hire, oꝛ make uſe of the ſaid 
BYackney Coachmen , oꝛ any of them, o2 of 
their Coaches and Yorſes, fo2 carrying of 
them from place to piace, and ſhall rctuſe o: 
ncalcct to pay, and ſatisfie him and them 
their hire oꝛ freight as afozeſatd, and accoꝛd⸗ 
ing to the ſame pꝛopoꝛtion, That ſuch perſon 
02 perſons ſhall and may be carried befoze 
any Juſtice of Peace near the place where 
ſucy refuſal oꝛ fact ſhall be committed and 
that ſuch Juſtice of Peace ſhall cauſc the 
lame to be paid fozthwith, with ſuch dama⸗ 
acs as he ſhall think fit in his diſcretion fo? 
detaining the ſame : and fo2 not perkoꝛmance 
thercof, the ſaid Juſtice of Peace ſhall hereby 
have power to deal with ſuch offendo2 , as 
fully, amply and largcly, to all intents and 
purpoſes, as any Juſtice of Peace may do 
with any Waſter, who refuſeth to pay his 
Servant his wages contracted toz,
